Central Army Bakery in Bucharest a 25X1 B 

The bakery is located at U5 Calna Plevnei in Bucharest * 

Colonel Constantin Cristea, or Hristea, is CO. The labor battalion assigned 
to the bakeiy had 1 5 officers, 30 to hO KGOs, 30 to 1*0 foremen and l&O 3211* 
V;ork was done in three shifts* Sixty to eighty thousand loaves of bread, 
of the total 110,000 loaces baked daily, were sent to Bucharest to supply 
the troops of the army and the Ministry of the Interior stationed there. * 


Military Prison in Timisoara (r 16/T 9l) 

2 0 The prison was on the northern outskirts of the town. It had 150 cells. 
There were U80 prisoners in Momriber 19^8 and about 1,200 in August 19^9® 
An unidentified major, who had been with the 5th Mtss Inf *?egt of the Iioria, 
Closes si Crisan Division, was chief of the military prison.
